Afterwards wee ſayled to the great bay of Antongil, 
where we filled our veſſels with water. 

Our Indian, whole name was Madagaſcar, might 
haue remained at this place, but hee excuſed himſelfe, 
that he would rather go with vs apparrelled, then remain 
in a place naked where he was vnknowne. Mee went - 
vp the freſh riner with our long boate, to ſeeke fo2 freſh 
victuals, but the people of the Countrey made ſignes vnto 
vs to returne,fo2 that there was nothing here to be had: 
vet wee rowed thꝛer leagues higher, but wee ſped accoz- 
ding to the ſayings of the Indians. This ſcarcifie was 
by reaſon that the Kings of the Iſland had warre, where⸗ 
by all things were ſpopled and waſted, inſomuch that the 
inhabitants themſelues dyed with hunger and penurie. 


One of their Kings was llaine, wherefoze wee ſtayed

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there but fiue daves: but ſayling from thence, we dire cked 
our courſe towards laus, and with Gods helps arrts 
ted at Bantam with all our ty2&E chippes as befoze, to

mitees, the ſhip Hollandia, wherein Simon Lambert-

the dꝛegs, ro wed ouf of the hauen towards our ſhips, fo 
the wind began to riſe m3ze and moꝛe: and beeing ſome 
ſhot oft from the land, the Admirals boat with 36 men, 
aͤnd the boat of the Zealand with 13. men, were with the 
waues & billowes turned topſie-turuy and ouerthzowne: 
wee that were in the other boates were not able fo helpe 
them, foꝛ it was as much as we were able to doe, fo pꝛe⸗

They make ſharpe warres one ag ainſt an other, yea the 
townes lying (cant a mile oz leage diſtant frõ each other,

quarter, vpon all aduantages # ſtratagems,they murther 


and kill one an other like Dogs,as wee in the time of our 
beeing there, haue often and ſundzy times ſeene. In the

Nom when they meane to make anpattempt,oz to take 
'enterpaiſe in hand, commonly they tome with their 
alles, which they row ſo ſwiſtly as a,Shippe can ſaple 
with a reaſonable gale of winde. Thele Gallies do great 
ſeruite: neither are they altogether ignozant in the vſe of 
their Bacſſes,whereof cuety Gallie hath two al bꝛaſſe.

Hauing in this diſpitefull ſ(ozte ſhewed 
their merciles hearts, the bodie was towed into the ſea, 
at the ſterne of a P2aw oz ſmall boate, and ſo ſuffered to 
dꝛiue awap. Their chicfe weapons are pikes of rœdes, 
which thep caſt at their enemies with their hands mer⸗ 
netlous right and ſtronglie: they vſe alſo great bꝛoade 
ſwo2des and long ſhieldes, which ſeme to be made of 
ſome bo2de,foure fotelong. Some ol them viſe Muſkets 
and hand- guns, but in very ſmall number, fo2 of them- 
ſelues they haue none, but ſuch as they get from the Poꝛ⸗ 
tugales. At ſuch times as the Sunne oz Mone are eclip⸗

ſed, they make great ſozrowe and lamentation,ſuppoſing 
that their King (oꝛ ſome other of their chiefe men) ſhall 
dye (as we our ſelues ſawe the ſixt of Auguſt, about 
eyght of the clocke in the euening, the Mone then being 
eclypſed) the people kept ſuch a howling.pꝛaping, crying, 
and mourning in moſt hideous wile, with ſmiting vpon 
drummes and copper pans, as was moſt ſtraunge to bes 
holde. Wherefoze we demaunded of them the cauſe why 
they cried and mourned: in ſuch ſoꝛte, they anſwered vs, 
that the Mone was eclipſed, and that therefoze their 
Ring, oꝛ (ome of his blodthould dye. The eclipſe paſſed, 
and ſee ing that the King noꝛ any of his blod is dead, they 
make great iop: and the next day holde as it were a pʒo⸗ 
ceſſion: thoſe that goe foꝛmoſt carrie in their hands 
Purcelane diſhes, followed with others bearing Pikes, 
Þalberds, Puſkets and Gunnes, after whom thzee 
Lampes are carried, made after the manner as they 
painte in our countrie a bunth of grapes of the land of 
Pꝛomiſe, then followeth a bope appareled in kingly ap⸗ 
parell, befoze whom is boꝛne a gilded fanne, then follow 
manp women, as well young as olde finelp decked after 
their manner:all this is done fo2 top that no man is dead. 
"Wee tolde them that there were men in our conntwy, 
that knowe, and can tell long befoze when any eclipſe 
ſhall be of the Dunne oꝛ Pone, which they thought to be 
impoſſible, and wondered thereat, as if it were a 
mpꝛacle.

and is meruailouſlie honoured and feared of all his 
ſubiects.

Re kencers of the Baluckiſh Illands, called in their 

language Bakeleycrs, wearing an heabpeece, beauti⸗ 
fted with a Paradice bird in ſtead of a icathor. When 
thep merte to fight oꝛ fence one with another, they ſtand 
al waies vpon one leg, thereby being the reader to leape 
and ſpꝛing foꝛ ward oꝛ backe ward. Now when the one 
leapeth in towards the other, the ſaine ſpꝛingeth a god 
way back warde, al waies reſting binitelfe but vpon one 
fote and thus they ſpꝛing foꝛ ward and back ward with 
ſuch agillitie and nimblenes, that it is a thing very plea⸗ 
ſant to beholde.

The 2 day of November, we had ſight of the length of 
the maine Land of Madura, to the Nozthwards wher⸗ 
oflyeth the Ifland Laybock, ſome 18, leagues diſtant, 
We ran betweene them, hauing ſight of land euery day. 

The 5. day we left the Jſland- Carman lava behinde 
vs, lying ſome 20. leagues from Laybock , moſt Eaſt 
and Weſt a ſunder, finding ſometimes 30. 35, 40. 45. 
and 50. fathome depth, all god clay ground. 

The 9. day we paſſed by another Jſland, where eyght

The 13. dap, we came befo2e Sakecra, where we made 
ſome pꝛouiſton of Rice,and were (God be thanked) deli⸗ 
nered of our fozmer penurie and hunger: here we heard 
that the Utzadmirall was departed from Bantam, about 
thz& moneths paſt, 


The 16. dap, we ſapled from Sakerra, anchozing the 


ſame dap befoze the freſh Nyuer, where we furniſhed our 
ſelues with water, the Chinans bꝛonght vnto vs Aracca 
and Rice in moſt plentifull ſozte, which we bought foz 
ſome fine pente the pound. 

The 17. day, wee ſapled thence towards Bantam, 


where two Dutch ſhips lay. The 18. day we ſpoke with 


them, they were the Long barke, and the Sunne, which 
had lyne eyght moneths and tenne dayes befoze Bantam, 
(and were departed from thente in the night time, not re⸗ 
_ fkrething themſelues) where they had ſo nærely bartered 

all; that in the ende (foz want of money) they trucked 
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betore Ban- 


tain.

not effected any great matter, fo2 both the ſhips had but

Mye 19. dap wer arriued befoze Bantam, where wee 
were much made of; lohn Martſſon hauing taken in his 
firſt Pepper but the fifth of this moneth, and bought tbe 
ſame bp the bagge, euery bagge waping fiftic pounde,foz 
the which they paide foure peeces of Ryals of 8. and an 
halfe, but at the laſt foure Ryals of 8. foꝛ a bag. The 
Maces and Clones are bought by the Baer, waping 500 
pound, the Maces foz 80. and the Cloues foz 65. peces 
ofRpalsof 8. 

The 15. of Januarie 1600, our Admirall- went a 
ſhoꝛe to the Magtitrates of Bantam, beffowing on them 
ſundꝛie pzeſents and giftes, and dealt with them about 
farther trade, wherein thep agreed very well, with 
thankes and due ſalutations on both parts, which done, 
he toke his leaue after he had giuen the boate vnto the 
Gouerner of Bantam, wherein he came aſhoꝛe, hanged 
with Skarlet cloth, and appoynted with two murthe⸗ 
ring peeces, but thoſe people haue ſmall knowledge how 
to vſe the ſame.
